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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The previous claim 1 0 presented in the amendment filed on June 28, 201 0 requires both of the first return spring 
24 and the second return spring 25 together formed as one piece as shown in Applicant's FIGS. 1 and 2. The current amended claim 1 0 
now claims only the first return spring 24 formed as one-piece and new claim 1 2 claims only the second spring formed as one-piece. Thus, 
the current amended claim 1 0 and new claim 1 2 have different scope than the one of previous claim 1 0. Hence, the current amended claim 
10 and new claim 12 raise new issues that require further consideration and/or search. 


Continuation of 13. Other: 1. 

(a) In response to applicant's argument that Roelle's control 10 is directed to a start switch, and not a throttle control device (Amend, p. 
6), a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior 
art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended 
use, then, it meets the claim. Further, in response to Applicant's arguments that Roelle's first axis 28, 30 is arranged behind Roelle's 
second axis 38 (Amend, p. 6), please note that the term "behind" is a relative term which is dependent upon a referential datum. Applicant's 
claim 1 does not recite the referential datum. Hence, Roelle's first axis 28, 30 is considered to be behind Roelle's second axis 38 if one 
chooses, e.g., the bail/handle 22 as the referential datum.
